LAUSANNE, July 24.— The Lausanne peace treaty, for- 


mally establishing peace between the European powers and 
Turkey was signed today. 


The treaty was signed at 3.15 o'clock this afternoon. 


By the treaty of Lausanne signed today Turkey regains 
Eastern Thrace and becomes the bridge between the East 
and the West. She joins the League of Nations on the foot- 
ing of equality. Constantinople goes definitely to Turkey. 
All foreign troops will be withdrawn. 
The treaty makes 


peace between Greece and Turkey. It permits the patriarch 
of the Greek Orthodox church to remain in Constantinople. 


It launches one of the most stupendous and in some 


ways the most cruel human movement in history by its com- 
pulsory exchange of populations, the Greeks in Turkey re- 
turning to Greece and the Turks in Greece returning to Tur- 
key, It fails to solve the Armenian problem, Armenians be- 
ing obliged to find new havens.

Dan" Is faced by a person whose 
home Had been robbed he would ver- 
ify what articles had been taken, but 
sometimes would deny fhTat he had 
stolen the articles charged against 
him. 
Confess Many Theft*. 


Miller confessed after he had been 


Identified by pawnbrokers and by per- 
sons who had seen him In the neigh- 
borhood of houses he had robbed He 
declares he never operated at night 
-—having apparently learned of the 
stringent 
Kentucky 
law—and 
he 
never carried a pistol, knife or other 
weapon. 
"I attribute my long and successful 
career as a burglar to the fact that 
I alwavg kept a good front," said 
Miller. " "My clothes are always neat 
and pressed and I never actPd in a 
suspicious manner. The only sort of 
disguise I attempted was accomplish- 
ed by changing the shape of my felt 
bat."I always made sure no one was 
at home before robbing a house. 
Many persons in the country leave 
their windows ope« whether they are 
at home or not. I would ride out or 
a street car to a place I had planned 
to rob the night before. First I wouli 
knock at the door. If any one came I 
would ask some foolish question 
They never suspected me because 1 
had a good front. If no one came to 
the door I would go back and enter a 
window, breaking It it necessary.
